Minutes of the previous meeting were read and accepted on a motion by Jim 
"JC" Bailey - VE3DGZ seconded by Frank Start - VE3AJ. 


The Club's treasury was getting fatter, with $109.00 in the fund, and quite 
a few memberships (yet) to be renewed. 


Bill Klemacki - VE3EEW then reported of the 7 October Search and Rescue 
effort. "At 11 am, Wally Dunfield called Bill Klemacki - VE3EEW, advising 
there was a search in progress at Bass Lake, and our assistance was requested. 
For the third time in a row, Bill Roberts - VE3ARN was on holidays when a 
search was called. A few calls were made and finally Kim Fernie - VE3EFW said 
he would leave school for the day and take the HW-12A out to the scene. There 
was a considerable delay, however, when he had trouble getting the car. By the 
time he got out there in the company of Bill Goodfellow - VE3GOD, the search 
had been called off, because the lost party was located by a spotter plane. In 
town was Bill Roberts - VE3ARN, handling the traffic. Search and Rescue 
members brought the lost individuals out by foot, in good shape. 


Then the main part of the meeting started with an introduction by Bill 
Klemacki - VE3EEW of Roy Reilly of the Bell Telephone Company. Roy made the 
arrangements for us to obtain and view a number of Bell technical training 
films. These films were of an excellent nature, although a couple were of 
1940's vintage, the same principles still apply. The films were: 
Standing Waves on Transmission Lines, 
Transistors: Minority Carriers 
Amplifiers and Oscillators 
Triode Fundamentals 
A Nation in Touch The story of the Trans-Canada Microwave System. 


These films were a good way to brush up on some of that lost theory and it 
is hoped to have another set in the near future.

This 
antenna is badly needed, both for mobile operations and also for mounting of 
the Search and Rescue trailer when they have it out. We are also going to need 
some type of easily-detachable bumper mount. Something along the lines of some 
of the trailer hitches would be ideal.
